foreign Markets, by removing the 
Difadvantages they are now fubjeéted 
to, our Sugar Planters may foon be 
fo much ruined, and their Rivals fo 
thoroughly eftablifhed in the Trade, 
that it will be impofhble for-us to re- 
gain it; nay, the very Iflands where 
cur Sugars are now produced, may 
come to be abandoned; and then in- 
ftead of {upplying Foreigners, it will 
be impoffible for us to fupply our- 
felves, either with Sugars or Rum, 
which muft of courfe be attended 
with an infinite Lofs to the Nation. 

Let us confider, Sir, what vaft 
Quantities of Manufagtures of all 
Kinds and Qualities are yearly fent 
from Great Britain to our feveral Su- 
gar Iflands, and from thence we 
mult fee how greatly the Value of 
our Exports muft be diminifhea, if 
thofe Iflands fhould be entirely aban- 
doned, or fo much reduced as not to 
be able to furnifh themfelves with 
any Thing but the meer Neceflaries 
of Life. This of itfelf would be an 
infinite Lofs to the Nation; but then 
if we could have no Sugars or Rum 
from thofe Iflands for fupplying our 
home Confumption, our Lofs would 
be redoubled ; for that Confumption 
would then be fupplied from the 
French Iflands; fo that the Value of 
our Imports from foreign Countries 
Would be confiderably increafed, at 
the fame Time that the Value of our 
Exports would be greatly diminith- 
ed; and how this would affeét our 
Balance of Trade, as well as our 

abourers and Manufaéturers here 
at home, I leave every Gentle- 
Man to judge. I fhall now only take 
Notice that the Duties upon the Su- 
gars confumed in Great Britain are 
fiid to amount to near 130,000/. a 
Year, and as thefe Sugars pay but 3. 
6d. per hundred Weight, we mutt 
om thence conclude, that the Su- 
8s confumed yearly in this Mand 
muft amount to above 700,000 hun- 
dred Weight ; fo that if we were ob- 


bged to purchafe from France. all the

Sugars neceflary for our home Con- 
fumption at the Rate of 6d. per 
Pound, which would probably be 
the Cafe, that Confumption only 
would carry yearly out of this King- 
dom near two Milllions of Pounds 
A Sterling: To this let us add the Mo- 
ney that muft neceflarily be carried 
out of the Nation yearly for Rum or 
Brandy ; and the vaft Sums that mutt 
yearly be carried out of Jre/and and 
other Northern Colonies for the Su- 
gars and Rum or Brandy they ftand 
B in need of; and from thefe two Con- 
fiderations only we mutt, 1 think, 
conclude, that by the Lofs of the 
Sugar Trade only, the Balance of 
Trade would be entirely turned a- 
gainft us, which would in a few 
Years ftrip us of all the Riches we 
now enjoy. Then let us confider 
what vaft Numbers of our People are 
now employed at home and abroad 
in the Produétiow and Manufacture 
of our Sugars, what vaft Numbers 
of our Tradefmen and Manufacturers 
of all kinds are employed in provid- 
D ing Neceffaries and Utenfils for them, 
and whata Number of our Seamen 
are yearly employed in tran{porting 
our Sugars and Rum to\Great Bri- 
tain; and from thence we may fee 
how greatly the Number of our Peo- 
E ple; efpecially our Seamen, muft be 
diminifhed, and confequently how 
confiderably the Power and the Na- 
val Force of this Nation muft be re- 
duced by the Lofs of the Sugar 
Trade: But what is ftill of worfe 
Confequence, and I beg of Gene 
EF tlemen to confider it, all the Riches, 
all the Power, and all the Naval 
Force we may in this Cate lofe, muf 
neceffarily be added to that Kingdom 
from which we muf always have 
the moft to fear. 
Having now, Sir, reprefented te 
G you the fatal Confequences with 
which the Lofs of the Sugar Trade 
muft be attended, I fhall next con- 
fider how that Trade may be affected 
by the Bill now before us.

it will be granted me, at leaft by eve- 
ry Man who underftands any Thing 
of our Sugar Plantations, that confi- 
dering the Difadvantages they lie un-

not a ready Sale for their Rum at the 
Price it now bears, therefore every 
Thing that tends towards leflening 
the Price it now bears, muft be a 
Step towards the Ruin of our Sugar 
Trade. Now if the Confumption 


of any Commodity be leffened, if B 


the Number of Buyers be diminifh- 
ed, the Quantity brought to Market 
muft be leffened, or the Price will 
fink of courfe; and as the Confump- 
tion of Rum, and confequently the 
Number of Buyers, will certainly be 


very much diminithed by this Bill as C 


it now ftands, we muft conclude that 
our Sugar Planters cannot have a 
ready Sale for their Rum at the Price 
it now bears, if they continue to 
produce as much as they do at pre- 
fent, therefore many of them mutt 
either immediately turn themfelves 
to fome other Bufinefs, or all will 
be ruined in a fhort Time. We 
know that our Sugar Iflands are not 
fit for producing any Thing that can 
turn to Accouut but Sugars and 
‘Rum; fo that if we put it out of 
their Power to get a Sale for their 
Sugars and Rum at fuch a Price as 
they may fubfift by, a great Number 
of them muft neceifarily leave the 
Iflands where they are now ‘fettled, 
and will very probably go to fettle 
among the French in Hi/paniola or 
St. Lucia, where there is fpare 
Ground fufficient for them all, and 
where they will without Doubt meet 
with all manner of Encouragement. 
"The few Sugar Planters that may be 
Yeft upon our own Sugar‘ Iflinds may 
» then perhaps get a profitable Price 
for the {mall Quantities of Sugar and 
Rum they produce, becaufe we will 
certainly endeavour as’ much as’ we 
gen, by Prohibitions and high Du. 
. ' ¥ 
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ties, to prevent the Importation of 
foreign Sugars, Rum or Brandy ; but 
we cannot in fuch a Cafe propofe to 
fell: any at a foreign Market; ande. 
ven with refpeét to our home Con. 
fumption, we know how impoflible 
it is to prevent the Importation or 
Confumption of any foreign Com: 
modity, when there is a very greit 
Advantage to be got by running it 
upon us. 

We know, Sir, that our own Mir. 
kets are the only Markets where our 
Sugar Planters can propofe to fel 
any great Quantity of the Rum they 
produce, and it is reckoned that the 
Rum they produce is at prefent equi 
in Value to one 4th Part of their o- 
ther Produce: If then by the Bill 
now before us, we. diminifh by 
one. half the prefent Confumption 
of Rum, as our Sugar Planters can 
difpofe of it no where elfe, sit is ab- 
folutely rendering ufelefs to them one 
Sth Part of their whole Produce, 
which is the fame with taking it 
intirely away from them; and asan ( 
8th Part is above 12 per Cent. Lam 
afraid it is more than any of our Sv- \ 
gar Planters can at prefent make of t 
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clear Profit to himfelf; fo that if this

by taking from them the Ufe of 
Punch, we fhall only throw them 
into the Way of drinking Wine, 
which will be a greater Expence to 
them, and a much greater Expence 
to the Nation. 

But, Sir, it is not the Confump-

of thofe Perfons who formerly ufed 
to drink Punch will return to tha 
drinking of Fine-ale and Strong-beer, 
or thofe Home made Wines which 
we call Sweets; and I hope it will be 
allowed, that it is as much the [nte- 
reft of the Nation to encourage the 
Confumption of thefe Liquors, as 
that of any other Liquor whatfoever. 
By increafing the Confumption of 
Fine-ale and Strong-beer, we fhall 
encourage the Tillage of our Lands 
in Great Britain; and by increafing 
the Confumption of Home made 
Wines we fhall not only encourage 
the Tillage and Improvement of our 
Lands here at Home, but we fhall 
likewife encourage the Trade of our 
Sugar Iflands, becaufe in the making 
of fuch Wines there are great Quan- 
tities of Sugar made ufe of; fo that 
if the Ufe of fuch Wines thould be. 
come as general as the Ufe of Punch 
is at prefent, I believe, our Demand 
for Sugars would be increafed rather 
than diminifhed. 

To conclude, Sir, if you exempt 
Punch, or any other Sort of fpiritu- 
ous Liquor from the Duties to be im- 
pofed by this Bill, I am convinced 
you will render the Bill altogether 
ineffectual; for under the Name of 
the Liquor exempted, every Sort of 
fpirituous Liquor will be retailed, and 
as the Drinkers will always be Parties 
concerned in the Evafion, it will be 
impoffible to difcover the Frauds that 
be committed. Our Brandy- 
fhops and our Gin-fhops will then be 
all turned into Punch-fhops, our Peo- 
ple will be as much tempted and de- 
bauched, and our Streets will be ag 
fall of Objeéts of Pity and Con- 
tempt as ever. For thjs Reafon, Sir 
Iam for making an Experiment, af

that the evil Confequences of fuch 
a Liberty were not forefeen or gene- 
rally felt: On the contrary, the 
Grievance has been moft fenfibly 
felt, and loudly complained of ; but 
by an Error in Politicks we had 
made it the Intereft of thofe to mul- 
tiply fuch Houfes, whofe Bufinefs it 
was, and who only had the Power 
to prevent their Increafe. This, Sir, 
is the true Caufe of that prodigious 
Number of Houfes of Entertainment

the terrible Outcry that was railed 
thro’ the whole Kingdom, but ef. 
pecially in this great Metropolis, a.

‘and her Hair was fo artfully dif- 
pos’d, that few Places of her Body 
were left naked. This animated 
Statue was charg’d to lie ftill with- 
out Motion, till the Ceremony was 
over, The Prcceffion in fhort dé- 
filed before the Altar, but when the 
Bifhop in pafling by, was going to 
reft the Relicks of this Saint, the 
Statue forgetting the Part fhe was 
to act, and touch’d with a Fit of 
Devotion, ftarted up and put herfelf 
on her Knees in her Grotto, before 
the Shrine. Her fine long curled 
Locks which cover'd her, fell down 
behind her; ard the Dam‘el remain- 
ed in the pure State of Nature, of- 
fering to the Sight of the Speétators, 
fuch lively Beauties that appear’d no- 
thing like thofe of a dying-Perfon. 
The Bithop was really fcandaliz’d 
at this’ Proje&t of the Monks, and

He obtain’d an 
Approbation of his Order by two Bulls from 
Pope Paud Afi. . one dated in 1540, and 
the other in 1543 They prefently began 
to {pread over ail the Kingdoms of the Earth, 
into which Jznateus fept them,. while he re- 
fied at Rome, from whence he govern'd his 
whole Order. In 1545, they had ten Hou/es, 
or Colleges, In 1556, at the Death of Igna- 
tias, they had 12 great Prowinces; fo they call 
their different Diftriéts, In 1608, Rabadeneira 
reckons 29 Prowinces, and two Vice Provin- 
ces, containing a great Number of Colleges, and 
above 10,000 Fefaits. In thort, we find, 
ja the Catalogue printed at Rome in 1679, 
that they were then near 18,000 and had 35 
Provinces, and two Viee-Provinces.  Thofe 
Provinces were difperfed up and down all the 
Kingdoms of 2urope; in Afia from the 
Mediterranean to the Extremities of China; 
in North and South America. Even Africa 
wae not free from them; for they formerly 
had footing in Erbiopia, 

In 1550, They obtain’d Letters from Hes- 
ry IL. of France, to be received in that King- C 
dom, with Liberty to teach in Paris, but not 
tlewhere. Four or five Years after, they 
peelented thofe Letters to the Parkament of 
Paris, who from the Beginning had no better 
Opinion of thole Spanif> Miffioners than they 
have at prefent. They order’d thofe Letters 
(0 be communicated to Mr. de Bellay, Bithop 
ot Paris, and alfo to the Faculty of Divinity. 
On this Occation, the Univerfity publith'd that 
famous Decree, which my well be call’da 
Sort-of Prophecy: In it, the Fefaits are de- 
cured to be dangerous in Matters of Faith; 
likely to trouble the Quiet of the Church ; 
to overthrow the monaftick State; and to 
Pervert rather than edify, However, they 
lo.low'd their Game fo clofe, that they ob- 
taia'd Letters from Francis Il. to the Parlia- 
ment, ordering them to pafs the neceflary Acts 
for confirming the Eftablifhment of the So- 
“ely in that Kingdom. Neverthelef, the 
Parliament made an Arret, by which the 
Qwftion, whether this mew Order thould be 
*pproved, or vejeéted, was referr'd to a gene- 
ral ew, or to an Affembly of the Gallican 
Ourib, 

Bat the Cardinal de Tournon fo beftirr’d F 
himéelf, at laft, in the Conference of Po- 
iy, that the Prelates received them, on Con- 
“tion they fhould take another Name, inftead 
of that of Fejwits, and the Society of Fefus, 
becaufe that was look’d upon to be too proud 
and lofty. 

As fon as the Fefuits open’d the College 
of Clermont, they hh oo the great Gate G 
Cilleetum Societatis Fefu. They have fince ta- 
“ef eway that Infcription, and put up another 
in the Place of it; vias. Collegium Ludovici 
magni; upon which, one of theis Scholars 
Made the following Diflichs 
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Subtulit binc Jefum, pofuitguesifignia regi® - 

Impia gens; akum non colit illa.deum. 

The Reftor of the Univerfity, in the 
Name of the whole Body, interdiéted them 
the Liberty of teaching; upon which, the 
Fefaits prefented a Petition-to the Feculty, to 
be incorporated with them; and the Affair . 

-was, brought before the Parliament. The 
King’s Advocate concluded againft the So- 
ciety. Neverthelefs, it was thought that the 
Fefuits might, at that Time, be ferviceable 
againft the Huguenots; and on this Account 
they were permitted to teach conditionally. 
This. Affair was>tranfaéted in the Reign’ of 
Charles 1X. in 1564. 

The Fefeits enjoy’d this Permiffion, with- 
out any Difturbance, till 1594, whenthe U-: 
niverfity began to purfue them-again. The» 
Facalty kaew that the Parliament look’d up- 
on them, at that Time, as the Emi/faries of 
Spain. Accordingly, the Univerfity pre- 
fented a Memoriai to that Cours, fetring forth, 

‘ That the Diforders they had fuffer’d had 
‘ been oceafion’d by a certain Set, originally 

‘ from Spain, and the Places thereabouts, 
‘ who affumed to themfelves the ambitious 
‘ Qualification of the Name of Fefus, &c. 
‘ They therefore pray'd the Parliament to ' 
‘ drive this Se@ not only out of the Univer~ 

* fity, bet out of the whole Kingdom, and 
* sequefted the Concurrence of the Procurere 
e General,’ , 

The Petition was anfwer'd, ‘and the Fes ; 
fuits were immediately fummon’d, |.'The) 
Curés of Paris join’d the Univerfity, and .were’ 
received Plaintiffs againft the Society. | While 
this Affair was depending, ean Chafiel, a 
Scholar in the College of Clermont, ftabb'd 
Henry the Great with a Knife, Dec. 3594 } 
vpon which, the Parliament condemn’d Chaf- 
tel to be executed as a Traitor, and all the 
Fefuits, as Corrupters of Youth, Diftur- 
bers of the publick Peace, and Enemies . 
to the King afd Kingdom, to quit Paris,- 
and the refpective Places of their Abode 
in 3 Days, and France entircly in 15. But 
the Pope perfitting not to be reconcil’d to 
the Kirg, till he gave him a Promife to re- 
eftablith the Fe/uits in Frances; they rewurn'd 
thither again, where they have continued to 
do Milchief enough ever fince. 

To thie Account I thall add (fays br) @ 
Letter from Don Fobn de Palafax, a Spanifo 
Bithop, to Pope Innccere X. in 1649, con- 
cerning the Dodtrine, Trade, and Bankruptcy 
of the Fefuits. Which is in Subflance as fal- 
lows.

On Saturday Morning the 13 th of Nowem- 
ber died at his Houfe in Surrey-Street in the 
Strand, the learned and ingenious Mr. George 
Sale, of a raging Fever whereof he had been 
ill about 8 Days. He was of a healthy Confti- 
tution, had a communicative Mind in a come- 
ly Perfon, and was likely to have long continu- 
ed a publick Benefit and Hohour to his Country 
by thé Fruits of his excellent Knowledge, be- 
ing under forty Years of Age. He waved 
the profitable Profeffion of the Law, to 
which his younger Years had been trained 
and wherein he might have been an eminent 
Pradtifer, ‘for the Study of the Eaftern and 
other Languages both antient and modern, in 
which by the Converfation of Mr. Dadichi 
iis Majefty’s late Interpreter, bat more by the 
Penetration and Propenfity of his own Genius, 
he attain’d toa Proficiency which is not to 
be excell’d or perhaps equall’d by few of his 
Survivors: whereof he has given an extraor- 
dindry Teftimony in his Tranflation and Em- 
bellithments of the Koran of Mobammed, 
He had befides a principal Hand in compofing 
the UnivzersaAx Hist. the Introduction 
to which was entirely his own: And tran- 
flated alfo Part of Monfieur Bay’. He was 
a Member of the Society for Promoting of 
Chriftian Ktowledge, He was buried at St. C/- 
ment Danes, has left a difconfolate Widow and 
five Children behind him ; and a curious Li- 
brary in which are many rare, beautiful and 
valuable MSS. written in the Perfian, Turkijh, 
Arabic, and other Languages.

HE Bailo or Minifter of Venice at Con- 

frantinople, has fent an Exprefs to ac- 
quaint the Senate, that the Peace between 
the Turks and Perfians, is a€tually conclud- 
ed, and that the Treaty was foon to be 
fgn'd in Form. He writes, that among o- 
ther Articles, it contains thefe Four: 

1, That the Grand Seignior thall acknow- 
ledge Thamas Kouli Kan for King and Sophi 
of Perfia, and engage to maintain him on 
the Throne, and to fupport him againft 
fuch as offer to moleft him, or to difpute his 
Pofleffion of it. 

2, That the Limits of the two Domini- 
ons fhall be re-eftablifhed on the fame Foot- 
ing as they were before the War with Perfia, 
and that both thall conform to what was re- 
gulated in this Affair during the Reign of 
Sultan Amurath I. 

3» That thofe who go in Pilgrimage from 
Perfia to vifit Mobammed’s Tomb at Mecca, 
fall be exempted from the Duties they have 
been forced to pay hitherto as Foreigners, and 
hall be allowed the free Exercife of their Re- 
ligion at Mecca, under the Direétion of four 
Imans, or Clergymen, who are fettled there 
for the Se&t of Omar. 

4 That the Prifoners taken on both Sides 
during the War, fhall be reftored after the 
Signing of the Treaty. 

_ The Court of Ruffia appears to be exceed- 
ingly chagrined at the Conclufion of the Peace 
between the Turks and the Perfians, which 
the Letters from all Parts put out of Queftion, 
hotwith{tanding the pofitive Affurances of the 
Perfian Ambaffador, that his Mafter would 
Rever make a Peace with the Porte without 
including the Emprefs of Rufia in the Treaty: 
Whereupon an Exprefs has been difpatched to 
M. Lanczinfki, the Rufian Minifter at the 
Imperial Court, with new Inftruétions at this 
critical Conjunéture ; and Couat Munich is ore 

ted not to withdraw his Troops from the 
Lines he is in Poffeffion of in the Ukraine, till 
farther Notice, 

On the other Hand, his Imperial Majefy, 
Who feems refolved to aét vigoroufly againft 
the Turks, has ordered M. Tablman, his Mi- 
nifter at the Ottoman Court, if the Porte 
tefufes to accept of his Mediation and good 

ces, to leave Conftantinople dire@lly. 

Thefe “Meafuses feem the more neceflary, 
fince the Turks on their Side are making ex- 
traordinary Preparations, as if they were re- 
folved to carry on the War in Hungary with 
the whole Strength of their Empire. 

The Ruffian Court being now convineed, 
that the Overtures made by the Porte for an 
Accommodation with the Czarina, was only 
. Copy of their Coantenance to gain Time ; 
they have given Orders to make the neceflary 
Provifions for bringing an Army into the 
Field next Year of 200,000 Men, whereof 
® great Body is to be pofted in the Ukraine, 
end the reft to be employ’d againft the 
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Turks, °Tis obferv'd, that the Perfian 
Ambaffador appears no longer at that Court, 
fince the Arrival of the News that Keulé 
Kan had made his Peace with the Porte, 
tho’ he had formally engaged to do nothing 
of that Kind, but in Concurrence with the 
Ruffian Emprefs. 

They write from Peterfbourg, that Count 
Munich had made an exact Eftimate, in 3 
Sheets of Paper, of the whole Lofs his Army 
had fuftain’d in the Expedition into Crimea on 
the one Hand, and the Advantages accruing 
to the Ruffian Empire by the Copqueft of 
that Province on the other ; by which it fully 
appears, that in one glorious Campaign, for 
the Low of 10,000 Men and a prodigious Ex~ 
pence in Money, her Czari/fh M_jzfty has 
obtained 364 caft Canon, and 17 Mortars, 
which her Troops, after levelling the Lines 
at Precop, had brought away in Triumph, 

From Vienna, Nov. 13. We are aflured, 
notwithftanding what is written from this 
Place, that Spain will not yet hear the Eva- 
cuation of Tufcany fpoken of, and for that 
Reafon, the Emperor has order’d a good Num- 
ber of his Troops, to return towards Lombarq 
dy, that were in Hungary. A fecret Council 
was held in Prefence of the Emperor, after 
which Couriers were difpatch’d to Paris, and 
to the two Maritime Powers. —— An Ex- 
prefe difpatch’d from Confantinople, by our 
Minifter, brought a Confirmation of the News, 
that the Peace was concluded with the Perf. 
ans, to the Exclufion of Rufia; notwith- 
ftanding which there are Reafons, which 
make the fame to be much doubted of. 

From Francfort, Nov. 16. By Order of 
the Aolick Council of War, new Quarters 
are preparing for feveral Regiments marche 
ing towards the Rhine. We apprehend new 
Troubles in a fhort Time, which can hardly
